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SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To the citizens oj Rutland : 

The past year has been one of large taxes levied to pay 
old indebtedness and current expenses. The selectmen 
have endeavored to use all the economy comptiable with 
the public good. The auditors have examined all orders 
drawn by the selectmen during the year, numbered from 
1 to 142, inclusive, amounting to $5,608 81, of which 
$4,004 05, was for the expenses of the town from Feb. 16, 
1877, to Febuary 16, 1878, and $1,604.76 was for old in- 
debtedness. 

BRIDGES. 

Our many large bridges are a source of considerable 
annual expense. The two Curtis bridges over East Creek, 
have been newly floored and shingled, and new guard fences 
to the approaches. The Sutherland Falls bridge has been 
repaired— mostly newly floored. The bridge at West Rut- 
land depot has been rebuilt and painted. The bridge on 
the Clarendon Springs road has been rebuilt The Ripley 
bridge over Otter Creek has been newly floored and repair- 
ed, and will need to be new shingled during the coming year. 
The "Wells bridge has been newly floored. The south end 
of the pier under the Dorr bridge continues to settle and 
the middle of the south side of the bridge will require fur- 
ther raising. 


East Creek bridge on West street, will require Some re- 
pairs the coming year. It may be advisable to build some 
guards to the approaches of this bridge. 

BAXTER STREET EXTENSION. 

Baxter street has been extended and built 46 rods north, 
at an expense of sixty -nine dollars. 

SCALE AVENUE. 

A short street has been laid and built from Strong’s aven- 
ue to the Rutland railroad, at no expense to the town save 
the land damage of two hundred and fifty dollars. 

OTHER HIGHWAY EXPENSES. 

The amount expended on highways and bridges during 
the year, In addition to the above, is $745 06, making the to- 
tal expenditure on highways and bridges for the year 
Si, 064 06. 

MISCELLANEOUS EXPENSES. 

The orders drawn by the selectmen for all other purposes 
amount to $4,544 75. Deduct amount drawn for old in- 
debtedness, as above, $1,604.76, leaving $2,939.99 as the 
amount of current expenses for the past twelve months. < 

All claims agaiost the town which have come to our 
knowledge — except those in litigation (see town agent’s re- 
port,) and deemed just, have been settled and orders given 
therefor, including services of listers for 1876 and 1877, and 
all attorney fees to date. 

TOWN LIQUOR AGENT. 

The report of the town liquor agent shows a net income 
to the town on the business of the year of $103.93. "While 
it is not the policy of the town to make a profit on the sale 
of liquors, as the best liquors should be furnished for medi- 
cinal and chemical purposes at cost including all expenses, 
yet a small margin of profit should be allowed, to guard 
against contingences, which has been the case the past year 
as report shows. 
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TOWN HALL. 

For the past year debt and credit has been kept under 
the direction of Mr. Samuel Hayward, one of the selectmen, 
who after paying all expenses of the hall, including coal, 
gas, janitor services and repairs, returned a net income to 
the town treasury of $200, and there ig also twenty-five dol- 
lars worth of coal now on hand. The judicious expendi- 
ture of a small sum in improving and embellishing the inte 
rior of the Town Hall will make it more attractive to our 
people, improve its acoustic properties, render it more pleas- 
ant to speaker and hearer, and increase the annual revenue 
thereform.

TOWN LANDS. 

/ 

The town owns seven lots of land, all but one of which are 
leased by perpetual leases for almost a nominal rental. 
These rentals should be paid promptly. In some cases the 
rentals were nearly outlawed and for which rental the treas- 
urer has taken notes which are considered good, but do not 
quite meet the requirements of the law. One of these lots 
has been sold by the lessee in three different parcels to as 
many different persons. It may become a serious question 
whether the town is to follow each of these nominal owners 
for his portion of the rental or hold the whole lot so sub- 
divided for the total rental. These leased lots were proba- 
bly 100 acre lots, and by modem survey will run from 106 
to 120 acres. These lots have during the past been bound- 
ed by adjoining land owners and recorded in a book kept 
for that purpose in the selectmen’s office. It is very proba- 
ble they have been in time somewhat encroached upon. These 
lots have not been surveyed the past year, as voted by the 
town, as considerable expense would be involved, and en- 
croachments on the public domain cannot work a forfeiture. 

A small lot of land in the northeast part of the town with 
an old house and bam, known as the Ware place, was deeded 
by^the owner to a former overseer of the poor for certain acts 
done and to be done by that overseer was deeded to 
another party and notes taken therefor. Whether this was 
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a wise act of the overseer or not we will not presume to saj, 
but the act was done and the notes unpaid. The select- 
men have secured the payment of the sum due the town, 
($381,40) and by legal advice, gave the purchasing party a 
warranty deed of the place, which was only just to the pur- 
chaser, but may require the confirmation of the town in le 
gal meeting. 

INSANE POOR- 

The town has heretofore paid a large sum annually to- 
ward the support of insane poor at Brattleboro, the ex- 
pense for the year ending August 1876, being $837.34. 
During the past year the selectmen had this subject brought 
before the proper court which resulted in a decision of the 
court that some of these insane poor were state beneficiaires 
and not chargeable upon the town, leaving only one insane 
pauper for whose support the town is liable to contribute. 
Two other insane paupers have also been sent to Brattle- 
boro during the past year who were decided to be state 
beneficiaries , 

TOWN FARM. 

That portion of the town farm which the selectmen by 
vote of the town were instructed to sell, we have not been 
able to dispose of on terms deemed satisfactory. We would 
recommend the same instructions and authority be given 
to our successors.

As the owners of the dogs, doing the damage are known , 
the larger part of the sum allowed therefor, is recoverabl e 
by the town from such owners, which will make a corres- 
ponding increase in the net income. 

state beform school. 

There are now at the reform school from Rutland five 
jnvenile offenders, toward the support of whom the town 
pays quarterly, at the rate of fifty cents each per week. 

The town from which the offender is sent is chargeable 
toward the support, until it is determined to what town he 
may belong. At the time of trial and sentence, care should 
be taken by the court to ascertain the town which should 
be chargeable and report the facts to the selectmen. 

The selectmen during the past year have kept a book of 
records in which they have entered all the petitions presen- 
ted to them and their action thereon, copies of notices, 
claims for damages and their disposition, the names of 
all inmates of the insane asylum and reform school charge- 
able to this town etc., etc. And we would recommend that 
all future boards of selectmen be instructed to continue 
such records. 

The reports in detail of the several town officers will be 
found annexed.

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TOWN AGENT’S REPORT. 

To the citizens of Rutland : 

The town was sued at September term 18-76, for damages 
sustained by Prof. Geo. A. Meitzke, as alleged by insuffi- 
ciency of side walk. The case was settled while on trial at 
March term 1877, and taken out of court Damage allowed 
$300. • 

Suit was brought at the last term of the county court 
for damages sustained by Mrs. Adelia M. Ferris of Jackson, 
Michigan, for insufficiency of highway, as alleged, near the 
marble mill at the double road crossing, so called, north of 
Centre Rutland. The Eureka marble company and Flints, 
Johnson & Co., have been cited in and are defending the 
case. There is little doubt these companies or firms are li- 
able for all the damage. 

A citizen of Rutland has recently brought a suit for ' 
house rent for the poor in 1874. 

It will be seen by this report that there is not a large 
amount of business for the town agent, and I would recom- 
mend to future selectmen and town agents to keep the bu- 
siness of this department at its minimum.

OVERSEER’S REPORT. 


To the citizens of Rutland : 

The transactions of the poor department for the current 
year were closed February 9th, and I herewith lay before 
you a statement of my doings. 

I found there were fifty-one orders drawn on the treas- 
urer by my predecessor subsequent to his last report, 
amounting to $2,317,14. I have also drawn orders to set- 
tle bills of his contracting to the amount of $1,116.37. The 
expenses for the past year have not been so large as the 
previous year. I have settled all .bills of my own contract- 
ing, except one small one, which the party refuses to settle 
on reasonable terms, and have drawn orders on your treas- 
urer for $7,557.21, I have made up my account from 
March 7, 1877, to March 6, 1878, having granted indul- 
gences to that date, and paid them. I shall draw no more 
orders, and shall leave bat a small amount for my successor 
to adjust. 

I have paid the superintendent at the poor house to April 
1, 1878, and the physicians to February 9. The entire 
amount drawn from the treasury has been $8,723.58. 

THE FARM. 

I found, on March 7th, 1 877 , forty-six inmates at the poor 
house, many of them apparently able-bodied men and wo- 
men. I therefore advised all such to go where they could 
earn their board, and also get some remuneration for their 
labor. On the first of May following only thirty remained. 
Most of those that left have not called for help since. Sev- 
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eral left town, and have not been heard from. Consequent- 
ly, only invalid paupers were left to carry on the farm 
work. 

The superintendent, whose labor and care the town can- 
not fully appreciate, is the right man for the place, and his 
cares and duties for the past four months have been very 
arduous and unpleasant. iW e have had no hired help out 
of doors the past year, therefore we cannot show much 
work done. 

Our help in the house has not been very expensive. 
Thanks to my predecessor for leaving the farm and build- 
ings in so good condition. I am happy to repeat his state- 
ment of one year ago, “that no repairs of consequence 
would be needed for ten years to come.” I have expended 
about thirty dollars for repairs the work having been done 
by the inmates. 

The following are some of the items of expense which 
may be mentioned in this connection : For repairs on build- 
ings, fences, &c., $30; furniture, bedding and clothing, 
$100 ; fuel for outside poor, $796 ; rents for March 1877, 
$48 ; tramps kbpt away from farm, $228 ; flour, $230 ; pork 
about $180 ; sugar, $150 ; tobacco, pipes, &c., $150. 

As the listers will report the stock, tools and fixtures, 
they will not be noticed here. We have raised upon the 
farm the past year 450 bushels of com, 500 bushels of po- 
tatoes, 94 bushels of oats, 4 bushels of beans,, 1800 lbs. of 
pork, 750 lbs of beef, 2 barrels of cider, and a full supply of 
vegetables. 

THE OUTSIDE POOR. 

The outside poor have been very numerous and exacting. 
The whole number assisted during the year has been 454. 
I have visited every family and every person, most of them 
monthly, and a large number every week. I have made it 
my sole business to know about them from personal inspec- 
tion. The management of the previous yearmade this part 
of my duties very laborious and trying. The best reason 
some of the poor can give for asking assistance is that they 
had all they asked for last year, and they want it this year. 
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In too many instances they are not really needy, but shift- 
less and want luxuries without labor. I wish to say here 
that in all difficult cases I have counselled with the select- 
men, and often with Mr. Franklin Billings, a man of practi- 
cal experience in this business, and to them and also to T. 
H. Cochran, I tender my thanks for assistance. To those 
traders, physicians and landlords who have volunteered 
assistance to the overseer, without his knowledge or consent, 
I may say that I regret that I am obliged to repudiate this 
claim. 

BENTS. 

I gave notice at the commencement of the year that I 
should pay no rent for families after the first of April. I 
therefore advised all poor families who could not so arrange 
for their own house, or room rent, to go to the poor-house 
where rents would be free. Most of them chose rather to 
have a small additional allowance, and remain where they 
were. I have gratified them in all cases, but have found that 
the additional allowance and fuel have in the end been pretty 
expensive. 

TKAMP6. 

The tramp system seems to be pretty well organized, and 
we are having our share of it in Rutland, which seems to be 
the half-way house from everywhere, and, I have learned, 
on the direct route from Plattsburgh, N. Y.,to Burlington, 
Vt., by land. I have used my utmost endeavor to have all 
tramps go to the poor-house for their night’s lodging. Old, 
feeble and sickly persons who are found about the village 
without means, apparently, to obtain a night’s lodging, 
should be cared for by somebody in the village, but nine- 
tenths of our regular tramps should be compelled to go to 
the poor-house, or stay where they please, without cost to 
the town. The cost of keeping tramps at the poor-house 
will not exceed twenty-five cents each ; elsewhere we pay 
seventy-five cents. 

The principles I hold, and have aimed to carry out, are 
that able bodied men or women, if they would eat, must 
work, and thus pay for their diet. The town authorities are 
3 
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doing much to pauperize the poor. We are educating too 
many of them to depend on charity, rather than on their 
own labor. . The more we help some of them the less they 
will help themselves, as this leads them to look for help 
rather than work. Tramps entertained at the poor-house 
have been invited. to earn their breakfast, and about half of 
them have been willing to spend an hour or two at the 
wood-pile, while others are in so much haste to get on, that, 
they cannot wait for breakfast- Three hundred and ninety- 
two tramps have been lodged and fed at the poor-house, dur- 
ing the year, and 304 elsewhere in town. I hope the State 
work-house may relieve us somewhat of thiB burden in the 
- future. 

The railroads have left large numbers of poor, sickly and 
destitute persons and families at our depot, who come at 
once upon us, and call upon the overseer for help. Thanks 
to our underground railroad and its conductors, who have 
also done a flourishing business the past year. 

FUEL. 

This is one of the most important articles which ihe poor 
need, and must have, and one of the most difficult for them 
to obtain, consequently it will always be a large item of ex- 
pense to the town. I was fortunate early in the season in 
purchasing nearly one hundred cords of wood at a low 
price, and therefore have been able to furnish families in the 
east part of the town with first class wood at four dollars 
per cord, nearly prepared for the stove, delivered at their 
doors. Most other wood has cost a little more. I think 
for the entjre year our wood bill will be reduced seventy- 
five per cent from 1876. 

The revival of business in the past six months in town, 
and the very remarkable mildness of the season, have been 
sources of relief to all classes, especially to the poor, and 
this has manifestly lessened our expenses. 

DEATHS. 

On the 7th of March, 1877, there were forty-six inmates 
at the poor-house, three have since been admitted, three 
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have died, and twenty have left us. We now have, Feb. 
9th, only twenty-six ; most of them are fixtures for life. 
Sixteen persons in town outside of the poor house have 
been buried at a cost, of $195.50 to the town. 

I have kept for future reference a list of names, ages, 
cause of death and place of burial of all that have died, so 
far as known. The expenses from Feb. 9th to March 5th 7 , 
will be duly reported, on the 5th of March. 

The board of selectmen for the year 1876, though it would 
be for the interest of the town to change overseer. My name 
was brought before you, and notwithstanding my protesta- 
tions that I was unfit for the position, I was elected and 
my year has nearly closed. Fortunately or unfortunately, 
you selected one who tried to do right and who has done 
his duties honestly and conscientiously without fear or favor. 
Tour overseer is confident that it is for his pecuniary inter- 
est that we make another change this year. Thanks to my 
fellow citizens for their kiodness and assistance, and many 
thanks to the poor and needy, for their respect and forbear- 
ance.

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SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT. 


It will be seen that the excess of expenditure over re- 
ceipts of the town grand juror’s business is rapidly increas- 
ing ; the net cost to the town for the year ending Dec. 1, 
1877, being $780 22. This is more than three times the 
cost for the previous year and more than six times the 
average cost per year during the five years ending Dec. 1, 
1873. In many towns this item is a source of revenue in- 
stead of expense. 

During the past year, attention has been called to the 
loose manner in which the avails of the state and some 
other taxes have heretofore been accounted for. The se- 
lectmen have had the matter carefully looked up, and find 
that not only has there been no accounting with the collec- 
tor for several years, for any excess or surplus on the state 
tax list, but the actual abatements allowed on state, state 
school and county taxes, have been credited the collector 
on his town tax account. The amount not outlawed, now 
due the town from this source is $4,967.75. 


There hss been another leakage of which mention may 
properly be made. Some taxes have been paid to the 
collector and subsequently abated by the board of civil au- 
. thority. These taxes were credited the collector on the 


treasurer’s books with the other abatements. Afterwards 
they were refunded to the parties by the selectmen by town 
order. The collector has thus in effect received them 
twice. This has occurred in many instances. Either the 
collector should refund any tax he may receive and which 
is afterwards abated or ; if town order is given the tax pay- 
er, the amount should be charged to the collector.
